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N all the circle of activities of the R.I.B.A. there is 
none which touches the ambitious, and perhaps, 
too, the despairing, architect more closely than the 
work of the Competitions Committee. We might 
safely add that there is no committee of the Royal 

Institute which gives more careful consideration to all 
the suggestions and criticisms with which it is assailed. 

Certain features of the problem of the public 
competition may be examined here in a detached and 
impartial manner which may, we hope, be of assistance to 
the profession as & whole and also to those who are or may 
be in the position of promoters of public competitions 
for important architectural projects. First in importance 
is the question, ‘‘ Is a competition the best way of securing 
the ideal solution of the problem of planning and carrying 
out a public building or a private commission of some 
magnitude ?”* We think that the answer is in the affirm- 
ative, more especially in the case of a building on which 
public money is to be expended, for the following reasons. 
Firstly, it absolutely rules out favouritism and “ wire- 
pulling” ; overt or covert bribery, or less easily defined 
inducements which may be offered by some interested party. 
Secondly, if a competent assessor is selected and given a 
free hand, there is no doubt that the entrants for the com. 
petition will include the best architectural brains and 
competence in the country. 

It is not sufficiently realised by promoters that for a 
modest expenditure in premiums they are securing the advice 
and technical skill of a great number of architects. Let 
us suppose that in a competition where the estimated 
cost of the building does not exceed £20,000, three hundred 
competitors prepare designs, and the amount offered 
‘2 premiums is £200. Now, if each of these competitors 
were to be paid the ordinary scale fee for preparing @ 
sketch design with appropriate estimates of cost, he would 
be entitled to receive a fee of one quarter of 6 per cent. 
or £300. So that for 300 competitors this amount would 
come to £9,000. Even if we assume that only, say, 10 per 
cent. of the designs submitted in the competition are 
included in those from which the assessor makes his final 
selection, the amount which would be due in fees on the 
ordinary scale would be £900, or more than twice as much 
as the total sum allotted in premiums. 


So we can say, without fear of contradiction, that in a 
public competition, organised in accordance with the 
R.1.B.A. conditions, the promoters get full value for their 
money, even if the assessor’s fee and general expenses are, 
added to the total sum provided for premiums. 

Lastly, although promoters are slow to realise the fact, 
when their architect has been selected by the assessor of a 
competition they are precisely in the position of the ordinary 
client and may instruct him to modify the accepted design 
just as the private client sometimes (indeed, quite usually) 
Suggests various alterations in the sketch plans and, if 
he 18 wise, discusses with his architect the pros and cons 
ot each point before the working drawings are prepared. 
So it may fairly be said that from the promoters’ point of 
view the competition system is the best and cheapest 
method of obtaining technical advice with regard to the 
Planning and execution of a new building of any. size or 
‘mportance, 

_ Now let us turn to the architect and ask the question, 
Is the competition ‘system the fairest way of selecting 
4n architect for an important public building?” Here 
we have no doubt that the majority will agree that it is 
“most the only way in which a commission can be 
obtained solely on the merits of the design. There are, of 
course, certain eminent architects who take a contrary 
vir w which may be bluntly expressed—“ If I feel honestly 
co nvineed that my skill as a designer and my long practical 
°<perience in actual building make me pre-eminent 
“mong my fellows, I should not have any hesitation in 
Saying that a direct commission would give a better result, 
‘ith less bother and expense than any competition.” This 
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may be so. That it is the honest conviction of some of the 
leading men in the profession is, at least, a fact. But, on 
the other hand, all but a few take part in competitions— 
and do not always obtain the first premium ! 

And there is this further argument in favour of the well- 
organised competition—it keeps a man up to the top of his 
form. Just as the pianist or violinist has to spend many 
(unpaid) hours in practising every day if he is to attain to 
and remain in the front rank, so the architect—unless he 
18 content with the position of a salaried official or commis- 
sions of minor importance—will here find an unrivalled means 
of increasing his knowledge and developing his skill. 
This applies especially to the art of simple and direct 
planning ~the essential feature in any important commis. 
sion, where the solution of the complex problems of a great 
modern building requires clear thinking, the power to 
grasp essentials and a knowledge of construction. Thus, 
even the unsuccessful competitor gets value for the long 
hours of arduous toil which have been spent in the prepara- 
tion of his scheme when he inspects the premiated designs 
and sees the defects of his own plan. ; 

It is perhaps a debatable point whether the competition 
for a small project should be a limited one. We think that, 
under existing conditions, there can be little doubt that the 
open competition is to be preferred : it necessarily means 4 
prodigious expenditure of time, thought and money for 
which no monetary return can be made. But, as we have 
already shown, competitors do get a return for their labour 
though not on a cash basis. If this is so, it is a matter of 
considerable importance that this expenditure of time and 
labour should be reduced to @ minimum. Elaborate 
working drawings should not be asked for where sketch 
designs to a small scale will give sufficient indication for 
a competent assessor to make his award. In the same 
way, estimates of cost might well be reduced in com- 
plexity if a definite figure per cubic foot were imposed 
in the conditions, while the question of special fittings and 
equipment might be simplified by giving p.c. amounts for 
such items, which should not be exceeded. 

In the last issue of the Journal of the R.1.B.A. we note 
that the Competitions Committee, after “‘ very close and 
prolonged consideration ” of the various suggestions which 
have reached them for the amendment of the existing 
regulations, have come to the conclusion that it is not the 
Regulations, nor the model Form of Conditions, nor the 
Directions to Assessors “‘ which are at fault but .. . the 
non-compliance with the spirit and often the letter of the 
regulations, etc., by promoters, competitors and assessors 
which has given rise to difficulties.” But as these diffi- 
culties do occur, the committee propose two important 
modifications to the existing regulations. 

The first gives power to promoters, “if thought desirable, 
to appoint a representative to confer with the assessor or 
assessors during the progress of the competition.” This 
evidently does not mean that there will be any lessening 
of the assessor’s sole responsibility for the final award, 
but rather it appears to be the recognition of our existing 
practice ; it is, we believe, pov unusual for an assessor 
to consult the representative of the promoters on their 
particular views in, say, the system to be adopted in a 
public library, the particular type of plan required in a 
hospital, and so on, at an early stage. 

The second recommendation is evidently an attempt 
to meet the difficulties which often occur in respect of small 
competitions. It is perhaps to be regretted that this 
amendment is necessary and it will require considerable 
vigilance on the part of those concerned to guard against 
the danger of a more general application of this principle 
of modification than is here intended. Such 6 develop- 
ment would undoubtedly weaken the whole fabric of the 
competition regulations, which, in ite present form, is the 
best which any country in the world has yet devised.

of and Labour,” dealing with 
Craftsman- London industries, atten- 
ship. —_ tion is called to the passing 

of craftsmanship. “In general,” it is 
stated, “‘ less skill is found to be re- 
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quired by the ordinary man in search of 
a job,” and we are further told “that, 
“the qualities required of the mass of 
workers are rather steadiness and re- 
liability than special skill in the old- 
fashioned sense.” The growth of 
unskilled or semi-skilled labourers is 
replacing the more traditional methods 
of work. On the other hand, it is urged 
by the more philosophic writers that 
the future will depend, for its con- 
tinuance, on the arts—this not in any 
sectional sense of painting or architec- 
ture, or what are at present known 
as the artistic crafts, but on the 
emergence of new and generally diffused 
sources of creative expression. We 
have only to think of saddlery or black- 
smith’s work as examples to final wit- 
ness of the decline of craftsmanship. 
Accompanying this decline is the fact 
that far less labour is employed, and 
that firms who before the war employed 
as many as thirty men have now often 
not enough work for three. Not only 
is there a decline in employment 
but also a decline in skill; nor is it 
possible to disguise the gravity of a 
state of things so inimical to the welfare 
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of life. The way out is not casy to 
discover. One may hope that, forced 
back on themselves, the unemployed 
craftsmen—or even the employed re. 
duced to unskilled work—wil! create 
their own new values. It may be that 
in visualising a future expressing itself 
through art, the present adversity may 
be laying the foundations of a new 
world of enhanced freedom—one in 
which, instead of mankind finding their 
goal in wages, accepting the economic 
dependence under which they work, 
they may take advantage of the greater 
freedom for self-expression, thus 
achieving more satisfaction in life for 
themselves and contributing to the 
welfare of the entire nation. 


AN important architec- 
) tural discovery has been 
temo made recently in Florence. 
iscovered 
in Florence. When her great architect, 
rnolfo di Cambio, was 
busied in the closing years of the 
13th century on the noble Palazzo 
della Signoria, which still survives 
fairly complete, to make room for the 
south wing of that Palace he had to 
destroy part of the old church of S$. 
Piero Scheraggio, and the remaining 
mutiliated portion of this very old 
church was incorporated later by 
Vasari, with the Uffizi which he was 
then building for Duke Cosimo I. 
This Basilica of S. Piero was very old 
indeed, of the time and importance of 
the Baptistry itself, and consecrated 
(1068) in the early days of the Re- 
public. The excavations lately com- 
menced by Engineer Sampaolesi have 
revealed in the old site of this church a 
round stone construction, with sloping 
roof toward the central point similar 
to those in the Etruscan tombs, and 
recesses around, containing remains of 
skeletons, while others were found 
buried in the flooring of this crypt : and 
yet other researches under the Uffizi 
have brought to light part of the old 
apse of S. Piero Scheraggio, with a 
long narrow window, walled up but 
Romanesque in character. Even more 
interesting are the remains of frescos 
discovered, Christ Crucified and i 
Glory and Scenes of New Testament 
Story, painted on the walls. The crypt 
itself must go back to the 7th or Sth 
century ; and the frescos, though much 
later, are considered to be at least 4 
century before Cimabue, who has been 
claimed as the founder of Tuscan and 
Italian painting.

New movement for building 
York higher flats in London and 
Flats. other industrial cities, the 


work of Mr. Ernest Flagg, 
the distinguished New York architect, 
is of particular interest. He recently 
designed two blocks of flats in Brooklyn 
to accommodate about 552 different 
families. The buildings are nine 
stories high, constructed of reinforced 
concrete, and are fireproof throughout. 
Mr. Flagg takes the view that it saves 
money to build such buildings fireproof 
because of the saving in space that 
results from the use of lighter floors and 
partitions. The buildings are built 
around a central garden, which is so 
spacious that it contains a swimming 
pool, 70 feet by 100 feet, in size. The 
flats are fitted with automatic lifts. 
All the windows are of ultra-violet ray 
glass, and the living rooms are equipped 
with wireless attachments. The roof is 
laid out as a garden with shelters and 
kiosks. The flats are being let at 
an average rent of about 20s. a week,

such an'extent that he hopes before long 
to build fireproof flats which will be 
let at about 10s. a week.

Apart from his group in 
the Victor Emanuel Monument in 
Rome, and his later work at Bergamo, 
Bistolfi, though settled in Turin, where 
he had bis studio for many years, did 
work of importance outside Italy, as 
at St. Moritz—in the Segantini monu- 
ment—Zurich, and even Montevideo. 
He might be compared with the great 
American sculptor, Daniel Chester 
French, in the lofty and pure conception 
of his groups and single figures and their 
finely monumental character.

American Lectures by Sir Raymond Unwin. 
Sir Raymond Unwin has been preparing a 
series of twelve lectures on town planning, 
which he is to deliver in the late autumn at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 


Waltham Abbey. 

The drying up of the grass on the site of 
the Augustinian monastery at Waltham 
Abbey, Essex, has disclosed the ancient’ road- 
way and other stoneworks near by referred 
to by historians. A group of lines is now 
traceable which, it is stated, bears a strong 
resemblance to the ground plans of buildings. 
The monastery flourished under Royal favour 
between 1177 and 1540. 


Use of the Titles ‘‘ Chartered Architect ”’ 
and “ Registered Architect.” 

Now that the Registration Act is in force, 
the Council of the R.I.B.A. have been asked 
to give advice with regard to the best way to 
use the title ‘‘ Registered Architect ’’ by 
members of the R.I.B.A. who have been 
placed on the Register, and who already have 
the right to use the designation ‘‘ Chartered 
Architect." The Council recommend that 
members of the R.I.B.A. who have been 
registered should use the designation 
63 Chartered and Registered Architect.”’

Societies are reminded that after December 
31, 1933, no one who has not passed an 
examination recognised by the Architects’ 
Registration Council of the United Kingdom 
will be eligible to apply for admission to the 
Register of Registered Architects set up 
under the provisions of the above Act. All 
Members who have not already done so are 
therefore urged to send in their applications 
immediately. Full particulars and the neces- 
sary application form can be obtained from 
the Secretary, R.1.B.A. 


British Columbia Douglas Fir. 

An interesting pamphlet, issued by the 
Canadian Official News Bureau, draws further 
attention to the quality and durability. of 
Canadian building timbers. It is claimed 
that Douglas fir is one of the strongest woods 
in proportion to weight ever tested, and that 
it is tough, resilient, durable, and practically 
impervious to water. It works well on the 
machine, and has been ordered in large quan- 
tities by the London County Council and the 
Liverpool Corporation for recent flat work.

Building Societies’ Year Book, 1933. 

This book (edited by George E. Franey, 
O0.B.E., and published by Reed & Co., 37, 
Cursitor-street, London, E.C.4, price 7s. 6d. 
net) is again a compendium of essential in- 
formation relating to building societies. The 
new edition goes outside Great Britain, and 
includes authentic retarns of kindred institu- 
tions in other countries, so that the volume 
contains more actual data as to the present 
position of the home-purchase movement 
throughout the world than any previously 
available. This feature is to be found in 
Part 3 of the new volume, a particularly 
useful reference section containing, among 
other articles, an explanation of the scheme 
embodied in the recent Housing (Financial 
Provisions) Act, with convenient tables of 


repayment. 
Two New Churches. 


Two new churches in the London district 
have been recently consecrated. The first is 
the Church of St. Anselm, Kennington, which 
was consecrated by the Bishop of Southwark 
on Saturday. The foundation-stone was laid 
by the Prince of Wales in 1914, but building 
was held up during the war. A perspective 
of this buildi igned by Messrs. Adshead 
and. Ramsey, FF.R.I.B.A.—was shown in 
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the Royal Academy Exhibition, 1933, and 
illustrated in our issue for May 12. 

The Bishop of Chelmsford, also on Satur- 
day, consecrated the new Church of the Holy 
Cross at Hornchurch, Essex, one of seven 
permanent churches erected with the assist- 
ance of the Bishop’s Appeal Fund. The 
architects are Messrs, Pite, Son and Fair- 
weather, FF.R.1.B.A. 


The Campaign against the Slums. 

Sir E. Hilton Young, the Minister of Health, 
opening a new fever hospital at Boston on 
Monday, said that the Ministry desired that 
all local authorities should make investiga- 
tions and decide what should be done in 
regard to the clearing of slum areas and the 
reconditioning of dwellings which were not 
fit for habitation. It was essential that 
authorities should not allow the present oppor- 
tunities to slip. It had been represented 
in certain quarters that certain local authori- 
ties had been backward in preparing pro- 
grammes for reconditioning and slum clear- 
ance. On the contrary, the result of the 
present campaign had been very encouraging. 


Seventh International Road Congress, 
Munich, 1934. 


The Seventh International Road Congress 
is to be held in Munich, September, 1934, on 
the invitation of the German Government. 
The programme submitted by the German 
Ministry of Transport was approved at a 
meeting of the Permanent International 
Commission recently held in Paris. The 
Congress will open on Monday, Septem- 
ber 5, 1934, the final business meeting being 
held on Friday, the 7th. Inspections of the 
public works arour Munich of interest to 
municipal and roa gineers, including the 
hydro-electric statisn at Walchensee, are 
being arranged. After the business at 
Munich is concluded, road inspections are 
being organised of eight or ten days’ dura- 
tion through various parts of Germany, all 
terminating at Berlin on September 19. 


An Exhibition of Sculpture. 

Miss Phyllis Blundeli, an English artist 
residing in New York, is holding a first ex- 
hibition of her sculpture in this country at 
the ‘‘ Twenty-one Gallery,” 15, Mill-street, 
W. Amongst the exhibits are some interest- 
ing portraits and garden pieces, etc. No. 4, 
‘‘Head of Brayowitch, Montenegrin Patriot 
and Sculptor,’’ has a pleasing technique, and 
gives the impression of a man of strong 
character. No, 23, ‘‘ Torso,” is well modelled 
and handled with a free, plastic touch; the 
base appears a little coarse in comparison 
with the figure. No. 26, ‘‘ Rubin Goldmark,”’ 
is another good example of the sculptor’s 
capable modelling. The garden figures, such 
as No. 11, “‘ Fish Fountain,’’ and other pieces, 
are vigorous, and rise above the types so 
common in our shops and stores described as 
‘pretty ’’ and ‘‘ sweet.”” The exhibits are 
on view up to October 5. 


The Purification of Swimming Baths. 

It is stated that the Bacteriological De- 
partment of St. Mary’s Hospital, London, is 
conducting research into the purification and 
disinfection of the water in swimming baths. 
The objects of the research are to find a 
substitute for the treatment of water by 
chlorine, and to fix a standard of purity simi- 
lar to that recognised for milk and drinking 
water. The system employed at present in 
the new bath of the Medical School makes 
use of a filter and ultra-violet rays. The 
bath has eight inlets and two outlets. The 
water is kept in continual circulation by an 
electric pump, and the contents of the bath, 
56,000 gallons, can be circulated in less than 
four hours. A system of pipes carries the 
water to a large filter of the ordinary type, 
then through an aerator, which freshens it, 
and it finally passes through two containers 
with ray tubes. It has been found that bac- 
teria which can throngh the filters are 
often killed by the effect of the ultra-violet 
rays. Trea in this way, the water re- 
mains sweet and need not be changed.

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SOME LONDON CRYPTS—Il 


By D. M. MICKLETHWAITE, B.A. (Oxon), A.R.I.B.A. 


A THIRTEENTHE-CENTURY crypt* which has 
lately come into prominence is that under- 
neath the western end of St. Olave’s Church, 
Hari-street, E.C. Recent excavations have 
disclosed oes chamber covered by two 
bays of quadripartite vaulting without ridge 
ribs and se ted by a transversal. The 
diagonals, which are simply splayed, intersect 
geometrically without any boss, the point of 
intersection being treated as a keystone; at 
their springing, the diagonals “‘die’’ into 
the face of the walls. accuracy of the 
relationship between the setting out of the 
fifteenth-century church and the crypt is

shown by the fact that the centre-line of the 
nave is parallel to the straight line pre 
the little window and the two diagonal inter- 
sections. : 

A degree of light is obtained from this 
window, which is situated at the west end;

but, to make this possible, the vault has been 
cut away: and, probably on account of the 
rise of the ground level, century by century, 
the apex of the window head is now but a 
few inches above the pavement. Again, the 
vault must have suffered interference at the 
other end, when a staircase, now sealed up, 
was introduced to give access from the middie 
aisle of the nave through the eastern wall 
of the crypt. Over the head of the opening 
which occurs in the south wall of the eastern 
bay, the vault is distorted. The north wall 
of the tower protrudes into the western bay 
and is an inevitable disfigurement; a 
stepped slype leads through this wall from 
the tower basement, where the new stair- 
case will be placed. The ribs of the vault 
are remarkably well formed; on one, at least, 
of the angular springing stones are marks of 
an attempt, perhaps, to cut a moulding at 
some period. The infilling, apparently, of 
chalk blocks, not always terminating rigidly 
at the ridge-line, occasionally cuts across it 
in the form of “ through ”’ stones. 


In the eastern bay is the circular well, 
which has attracted much notice. It is not 
20 ft. deep, as reported elsewhere, but 6 ft 
deep, and it stands upon sand, the blocks 
which line it being carefully built. 
Around the well where it rises above the 
excavated floor level can be seen a kind of 
jacket of hard, rough material. There is not 
apparent in this crypt anything which de- 
serves the title of a floor. This fine little 
specimen of a medieval crypt is to be used 
by twentieth-century worshippers, and funds 
have been sought to make it habitable 
and accessible. 


In Threadneedle-street is the Great Hall 
of the Merchant-Taylors. At one end occurs 
the crypt, which runs at right-angles to the 
long axis of the Hall, and comprises two 
bays of quadripartite vaulting with trans- 
versals and without ridge ribs. A staircase 
ives the approach and leads to a doorway 
in one of the end walls; the opposite wall 
crosses the crypt beyond the centre line of 
the transversal, and visible are the haunches 
of the diagonals for an additional bay. The 
crypt, which is exceptionally graceful, may, 
perhaps, be compared to that in the vicinity 
of the demolished House of the Whitefriars, 
near Bouverie-street, E.C. In both, the rib 
sections are deeply splayed, and the splayed

faces are also slightly coved. On the other 
hand, the vaulting ribs at the Merchant. 
Taylors’ are anared upon beautifully sculp- 
tured corbels. One corbel, of which an illus- 
tration is given, is both appropriate and in 
good condition; the placid features are well 
wrought, and the tightly buttoned tunic 
with its sleeves, and the headgear also, are 
full of interest. This crypt has been restored. 

The crypt adjacent to the House of the 
Whitefriars, of which the site is now occupied 
by the premises of the News of the World, 
at No. 30, Bouverie-street, is very small and 
possesses many features which distinguish it 
from that of the Merchant-Taylors. Eight 
ribs meeting against a massive boss carved as 
a heeded rose support a vault which 
covers a chamber not measured, but on plan 
apparently a square about 13 ft. by 13 ft. The 
height to the soffit of the bess appears to be 
about 7 ft. For part of the circuit of the 
vault, at any rate, an attempt has been made 
to arrange about the first eight courses of 
the infilling down from the boss polygonally 
on plan. Elsewhere, the method does not 
seem to have been followed to the same 
extent, and, generally speaking, the vault

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riaces are two segments, ew pointed, 
tersecting each other. Clearances exist in 
vault to receive the doorheads. ‘The 
springers have been cut from blocks let 
-quarely into the walls, and the voussoirs 
: the ribs rest upon skewbacks cut upon 
springers. Two doorways with cham- 
fered jambs and stops give access to the 
rypt, which is situated underneath a corner 
of Britton’s-court, but to which the approach 
lies through the printing-press room of the 
News of the World newspaper. The crypt 
has been much restored. 
The restored crypt beneath the Lady 
ipel of St. Bartholomew-the-Great, Smith- 
id, E.C., is an example of the segmental 
barrel vault, which, although not an 
ambitious type of design, gives good head- 
room. The five supporting ribs are carried 
down the side walls to form piers. The plas- 
tered vault is raised to clear the window 
heads, which, again, are ram up to the 
level of the head of the gi window; the 
ground grouted over on the south side 
appears, although not measured, to be about 
6 it. above the floor level of the crypt. 
Resembling it is a vault beneath the 
Church of J i Hallows-Barking-by-the-Tower, 
where the ribs seem to be slightly pointed. 
Most accessible to the public is the weil- 
known and spacious aisled crypt of the 
Guildhall, with three aisles, which extend 
for four bays. It is, perhaps, hardly neces- 
sary to describe it. The lierne vaults, with 
ribs of simple section and with bosses, are 
supported by piers described as of Purbeck 
and surrounded by four clustered sandstone 
The four-centred arches and the

shafts. 


slender piers, no doubt, give the maximum 
space, but the lighting is awkwardly 
arranged 


In conclusion, the acknowledgments of the

PLANNING AHEAD 


From a CoRRESPONDENT. . 


SHouLp picturesque or historic roads be 
widened? Certain well-known people, in- 
cluding Lord Clarendon, the Governor-General 
of South Africa; Lord Moyne, whose report 
on Housing was recently published; Lady 
Pentland; Mr. Maxwell Ayrton; Sir Gerald 
du Maurier and Sir Reginald Blomfield 
came to the front a few weeks ago as the 
defenders of Heath-street and North End- 
road in Hampstead. According to the 
information provided at a meeting of the 
Hampstead rough Council, the London 
County Council had asked for a list of 
streets that might at some time or another— 
possibly in the next century—require widen- 
ing. 

The whole question of alterations in our 
towns is coming to a head owing to the 
powers conferred on local authorities to plan 
the future developments of areas already 
built over under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, which came into operation on 
April 1 last. The Town Planning Institute 
is giving the following evidence on the 
uestion to the Departmental Committee on 

arden Cities, now sitting under the chair- 
manship of Lord Marley :—'* Transport facili- 
ties are inadequate to the double burden of 
ever-increasing traffic inwards from the 
suburbs to the centre, and outwards from the 
centre, or across the town, in conveying 
workers to industrialised outer districts.” 

Undoubtedly in other industrial districts 
councils will provide a list of roads which may

have to be widened, if motor traffic continues 
to increase. But there will be no reason for 
alarm. The new Town and Country Planning 
Act makes it compulsory to prepare a plan, 
and in order to do this information has to 
be provided. But the supply of data, and 
even the consideration of a plan, must not 
be confused with an intention to build. 

The Ham Borough Council has a 
distinguish record for preserving o 
8 and historic buildings in their district. 
They took a prominent part in the preserva- 
tion of Kenwood. Keats's house and grounds 
ate now under their care. There is no 
reason whatsoever for any fear that old 
Heath-street will be destroyed for many years 
to come. The cost alone of uiring valu- 
able commerical property Bae. be pro- 
hibitive. Should it prove to be possible in the 
future plan of London to guide both industrial 
and residential development, it may well be 
that picturesque sels. te Hampstead and 
elsewhere will never be widened. Indeed,

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“THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXVI.—CONTROL OF ELEVATIONS. 

Sm,—*' Positive’ is to be congratulated 
upon the alacrity with which he accepts what 
appears to him to be the inevitable. Let us 


examine first his statement that “‘ laws of 
a semi-permissive character, dependent for 
enforcement on their adoption by local 


authorities, are always more or less ineffective 
in the face of any active opposition.’’ Not 
everyone will agree with this pronouncement, 
least of all such bodies as Bath City Council, 
which have installed (and successfully 
operate) a system of control upon elevations. 

But even if there are cases where this 
system of control has failed, is that sufficient 
reason for ‘‘ Positive’s’’ attitude of defeat- 
ism? If the system is unworkable, is the 
ideal itself misconceived? In my opinion, 
assuredly not! ; : 

Though disposing to his own satisfaction 
of the system of semi-permissive control, 
‘* Positive '’ does not discuss the question of 
arbitrary control. If this is due to a belief 
that voluntary control is better than enforced 
control, upon principle, then for the first time 
in this debate I agree with him. If, how- 
ever, it is an omission, I suggest that the 
question of arbitrary control of elevations 1s 
one that may have to be explored should 
semi-permissive control be proved to have 
failed. Nor is there reason to believe that 
control under a regulation would fail. By- 
laws requiring the deposit of plans before the 
commencement of even the flimsiest building 
are rigidly, even jealously, insisted upon by 
all local authorities. Can “‘ Positive’ offer 
any reason why a regulation requiring the 
deposit, at the same time as the plans, of 
elevations should be less successful ’ 

It is granted that the matters of plans and 
elevations are of different values—as questions 
of concrete fact and esthetic opinion must 
often be. Yet panels of architects and sur- 
veyors, headed by a Justice of the Peace, are 
available already in many districts, and addi- 
tional panels in other districts could readily 
be formed. This is a matter which the 
R.LB.A already have in hand. 

This is not the place to do more than touch 
upon the point that—the labourer being 
worthy of his hire—the professional members 
of the panels should be paid a stipulated fee 
for their services: it is, however, an opinion 
held by many. 

This matter of control by regulation, ‘‘ Posi- 
tive "’ does not discuss. He appears to rely 
principally upon the curious contention that 
control of elevations means necessarily the 
hindering of that ‘‘ precious gift, initiative.”’ 
In reply to that it may be stated that the 
whole raison d’étre and success of the town- 
planning movement is based upon the amply 
proved fact that amenity and orderly control 
have a market value; that they play a large 
part in increasing property values. It stands 
to reason, therefore, that control of elevations 
is more likely to foster than to hinder 
initiative. 

** Positive ’’ puts forward the final sug- 
gestion, as a compensation for the sstlnely 
end which he appears to forecast for panels, 
that “‘ an architect proposing to erect in villa- 
dom one of the most modern productions, 
with flat roof and round-the-corner windows, 
may have his project turned down on the 
score that it is offensive to the neighbours.” 
While I am of the opinion that an honest 
modern is infinitely to be preferred to a 
sham antique, I am not going to be drawn 
into a discussion on architectural design. The 
issue here is a more serious one, for the infer- 
ence, as I understand it, is that panels are 
likely to pass any design prepared by an 
architect and “‘down” the speculative 
builder’s scheme on sight. This appears 
manifestly unjust to the advisory els, 
who, to my experience, are scrupulously fair. 
Architects (or those calling themselves archi- 
tects) do turn out on occasion unsuitable 
designs, and s tive builders good or 
passing-fair designs. Even as Homer nodded, 
so has on occasion the duck hatched 
out a swan! It is the duty of the panel 
to judge impartially—a duty which, I submit, 
has usually been ably performed. 
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‘* Positive,’’ I maintain, has failed to make 
out his case for the failure of the scheme to 
control elevations. Of the need for such con- 
trol I am assured. What form that control 
is to take is altogether another question, on 
which, Sir, further discussion would, 1 be- 
lieve, be interesting.

THE R.1.B.A. REGULATIONS 
FOR ARCHITECTURAL 
COMPETITIONS 


We take the following from the current 
issue of the #.1.B.A. Journal :— 


At the request of the. Council the Com- 
petitions Committee have given very close and 
prolonged consideration to various suggestions 
which have been put forward by members of 
Council and others for the amendment or 
modification of the R.I.B.A. Regulations for 
the Conduct of Architectural Competitions, 
the Model Form of Conditions and the Direc- 
tions to Assessors 

In nearly every case in which difficulties 
have occurred the Committee have been 
forced back to the conclusion that it is not 
the Regulations nor the Model Form of Con- 
ditions nor the Directions to Assessors which 
are at fault, but it is the non-compliance 
with the spirit and often the letter of the 
regulations, etc., by promoters, competitors 
and assessors which has given rise to the 
difficulties. 

Arising out of the report of the Competi- 
tions Committee the Council now propese, 
subject to the comments of members being 
received and considered, to amend the 
R.I.B.A. Regulations for the Conduct of 
Architectural Compefitions as follows :— 

(a) To add the following words to the first 
paragraph of Clause 1 :— 

“The Promoters may, if thought 
desirable, appoint a representative to 
confer with the Assessor or Assessors during 
the progress of the competition.”’ 


' (b) To amend Clause 10 to read as fol- 
ows 
‘“*In the case of limited or private com- 
petitions where the Royal Institute are 
satisfied that special circumstances may 
exist, modification of these Regulations may 
be approved by the Royal Institute.” 

In accordance with the terms of By-law 38, 
members are invited to submit their comments 
and criticisms on these proposed amendments 
within fourteen days of the issue of this 
Journal [i.e., by September 23). 

Subject to consideration being given to any 
comments or criticisms received, the amend- 
ments will be ratified by the Council at their 
next meeting. 

The Council particularly wish to draw the 
attention of members to the following recom- 
mendations of the Competitions Committee 
and to urge their adoption :— 

(1) That an architect who is nominated or 
appointed as an Assessor by the President 
R.I.B.A, or otherwise should at once report 
his nomination or appointment to the Secre- 
tary R.I.B.A., who will thus be enabled to 
draw his particular attention to the docu- 
ments governing the conduct of architectural 
competitions. 

(2) That the draft general conditions of all 

competitions should be submitted to the 
R.I.B.A. without the schedule of accommoda- 
tion before being issued to competitors. 
_ (3) That in order to prevent misunderstand- 
ing in the minds of promoters, their special 
attention should he drawn to the last para- 
graph of Clause 5 of the Model Form of 
Conditions. 

This paragraph reads as follows :— 

__ “* The author of the selected design shall, 

if Reape ag gor any reasonable modifi- 

sations in his design to meet the require- 
ments of the Prseesters.”

R.I.B.A. (ARCHIBALD 
DAWNAY) SCHOLARSHIPS 


In accordance with the terms of the will 
of the late Sir Archibald Dawnay, the 
R.I.B.A, have awarded two scholarships of 
£50 for the academical year 1933-34, one to 
Mr. J. Muskett, of the Liverpool School of 
Architecture, University of Liverpool, and 
the other to Mr. J. Holt, of the Armstrong 
College School of Architecture (University of 


Durham), Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 


Mr. A. W. Varcoe, of the School of Archi. 
tecture, Edinburgh College of Art, who was 
awarded a scholarship of £75 for the 
academical year 1932-1933, and Mr. M. G. 
Gilling, of the Liverpool School of Architec- 
ture, University of Liverpool, who was 
awarded a scholarship of £50 for the 
academical year 1932-1933, have been granted 
renewals of their scholarships for the year 
1933-1934 


The scholarships are intended to foster the 
advanced study of construction and the im- 
provement generally of constructional 
methods and materials and their influence on 
design. 

Eight architectural schools submit drawings 
for these scholarships, and the drawings, 
now on exhibition at the R.I.B.A., are of 
a really high standard both as regards design 
and draughtsmanship. The tendency throngh- 
out the designs is the recognition of good 
proportion, devoid of the trimmings that 
were so much in vogue in past years. This 
simplicity is not carried to extremes, and if 
the projects were carried out in materials of 
a pleasing colour and texture the results 
would be highly satisfactory. These remarks 
apply to buildings of a minor character as 
well as to those of a greater magnitude. The 
extreme modern type of box-like architecture 
is not strongly in evidence. The prize draw- 
ings are selected from work executed in the 
schools by second- and third-year students 
These must include a domestic subject and 
the whole or part of a smal! public or com 
mercial building.

This new building, erected on the vacant 
land adjoining the County Offices, with 
frontages to Birley-street and Lancaster-road, 
is five stories in height, and will house the 
majority of the Corporation Departments. It 
‘nolan a council chamber, committee rooms, 
etc., and ts for a resident caretaker. 
A feature of the design is the accommoda- 
tion provided for councillors’ and officials 
motor cars. This takes the form of a large 
covered garage and m courtyard at the 
basement level approached by a sloping way 
from Birley-street. ‘This sloping way also 
serves as a general goods entrance. — : 

The main entrance to the building itself is 
laced in the centre of the Lancaster-road 
i e, and an imposing staircase gives 
access to all floors. A passenger lift is also 
provided. The chief feature of the 
ground floor is an imposing rates office, and 
a large suite of offices for the borough 
treasurer and the medical officer and their 
respective stafis is also provided on this 
floor. The first floor is devoted entirely to 
the town clerk’s department, the council 
chamber, committee rooms (five in number, 
and of varying sizes), the Mayor's Parlour, 
members’ retiring rooms and cloak room and 
lavatory accommodation for both sexes. The 
council chamber accommodates 62 persons as 
well as the officials, the seats being arranged 
in horse-shoe form. It is —— through 
a spacious ante-chamber. gallery over this 
ante-chamber provides accommodation for the 

meral public. The second floor accommo- 
} wr the borough engineer's and water en- 
gineer’s department, and the third floor is 
devoted to the education department, and 
the caretaker’s rooms. Longridge stone 
facings are utilised for both facades. 

Marble has been largely used in the internal 
decoration of the entrance halls to ground 
floor, on the ground and first floor main cor- 
ridors and also the main staircase. The 
treatment in each case is black marble plinths 
and panelled Travertine pilasters, with 
moulded bases. The coursed ashlar Traver- 
tine walling is formed with double sunk 
margins, so as to give panelled effect. The 
whole of this work was carried out by British 
craftsmen at the Merseyside works of Messrs. 
John Stubbs and Sons, and the selection of 
material and evident care to detail is a fur- 
ther contribution to their experience in 
handling such contracts. Fireproof construc- 
fion is employed throughout, and the flat con- 
crete roofs are rendered with asphalte.

Royal Air Force College, Cranwell. 

This College, inaugurated in January, 1920, 
has up to the present been housed in tem- 
porary buildings which were adaptations of 
war-time structures. The permanent build- 
ings now completed have been designed by 
Mr. J. G. West, O.B.E., one of the senior 
architects of H.M. Office of Works, and con- 
sist of a group with a central block containing 
the cadets’ mess, lecture hall, class-rooms, 
library, recreation rooms, laboratories, etc., 
flanked on the east and west sides by 
squadron quarters, containing accommodation 
for 150 cadets in separate rooms. These 
flanking buildings will, in the future, be ex- 
tended to house a total of 200 cadets, and are 
connected to the central block by one-story 
structures planned to contain the principal 
lavatory installations and the entrances from 
the parade ground. The boiler-house is a 
separate building in the rear. The architec- 
tural treatment, both externally and inter- 
nally, conforms generally to English tradition 
adapted to modern requirements. Externally, 
the walls are faced with rustic and moulded 
brick work, with the more important fea- 
tures in Portland stone. The facade of the 
central block is designed on classic lines with 
a central portico of six columns surmounted 
by a pediment and tower. The tower is 
130 ft. high, and is a conspicuous landmark 
in the neighbourhood. The preservation of 
our national tradition in the iain was con- 
sidered to be of primary importance, having 
regard to the purpose of the undertaking. 

In this project the planning necessarily 
called for Pn, ei and simplicity in order 
to obtain proper inter-communication and re- 
lationship between the numerous sections of 
the accommodation, and an endeavour has 
been made to secure a satisfactory result by 
the adoption of a perfectly symmetrical 
arrangement with the principal departments 
centred on axial positions. Other considera- 
tions in the aim to provide a collegiate atmo- 
sphere led to the grouping of the cadets’ 
rooms around quadrangles. 


Heating is effected by means of standard 
pattern radiators with steam or electrically- 
driven pumps in the boiler house.

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RESTRICTIONS ON RIGHT TO POSSESSION 

In our last article on the new Rent Restric- 
tion Act we dealt with some of the main joints 
in the first two sections, and the next section 
of some complication is section 3, which deals 
with the restrictions on the right to possession, 
and this section and section 4 are to be sub- 
stituted for the old conditions contained in 
section 5, sub-section (1), of the Act of 1920 as 
amended by section 4 of the Act of 1923, but 
which is always cited as section 5 of the Act 
of 1920, and sub-section (1) is now repealed. 
The new section 3 commences with words 
which occurred in the sub-section now re- 
pealed, that no order for the recovery of 
possession shall be made unless the court con- 
siders it reasonable to make such order or 
give such judgment, and then follow two con- 
ditions, and either (a) the court has power to 
do so under the provisions set out in the First 
Schedule to this Act or (b) the court is satis- 
fied that suitable alternative accommodation 
is available, or will be available, when the 
order or judgment takes effect. As regards 
the first condition (a), the First Schedule con- 
tains the grounds upon which the court, if 
it thinks it reasonable to do so, may give an 
order or judgment for possession or ejectment 
without proof of alternative accommodation. 
The Schedule contains paragraphs indicated by 
letters of the alphabet, and paragraphs (a), 
(b), (c), (d), and (e) represent unchanged the 
following paragraphs respectively in section 
5, sub-section (1), of the Act of 1920, viz. (a), 
(b), (c), (h), and (i). We therefore only 
refer to paragraphs in which there is some 
change or new matter. Paragraph (f) is 
entirely new, making one of the reasons upon 
which the court may act, the fact that the 
dwelling-house is so overcrowded as to be 
dangereus or injurious to the health of the 
inhabitants, if the court is satisfied that the 
overcrowding could have been abated by the 
removal of any lodger or sub-tenant (not 
being a parent or child of the tenant) whom 
it would, having regard to all the circum- 
stances, including whether other accommoda- 
tion was available, have been reasonable to 
remove. 

Paragraph (gz) deals with cases here the 
dwelling-house is required by the landlord as 
a residence for some person engaged in his 
whole-time employment, or of some tenant 
from him, or a person with whom a contract 
of employment conditional on housing accom- 
modation has been entered into, and an order 
of possession may be given if either (i) the 
tenant was in the employment of the landlord 
or a former landlord and the dwelling-house 
was let te him in consequence of that employ- 
ment and he has ceased to be in that emyloy- 
ment; or (ii) the court is satisfied by a certi- 
ficate of the county agricultural committee, or 
where there is no such committee, by the 
Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, that 
the person for whom the house is required is, 
or is to be, employed on work necessary for 
an agricultural holding, or as an estate work- 
man on the maintenance and repair of the 
buildings, plant or equipment of agricultural 
holdings comprised in the estate. Under the 
old law two paragraphs had to be consulted 
in section 5 of the Act of 1920, one depend- 
ing upon alternative accommodation being 
available, and the other much in the same 
terms as the present paragraph. 

Paragraph (h) deals with cases where the 
house is required by the landlord or for rela- 
tives of his for occupation as a residence. The 
former statutes were very confusing on this 
question, but now it is concisely laid down 
that the dwelling-honse must be reasonably 
required by the landlord (who must not have 
become a landlord by purchasing the honse 
or any interest therein after July 11, 1931) 
for occupation as a residence either (i) for 
himself; (ii) any son or dauchter of his over 
eighteen years of age; or (iii) his father or 
mother, but no order for possession is to be 
made under this paragraph if the court is 
satisfied that having regard to all the circum- 
stances of the case, including the anestion 

whether other accommodation is available for 
the landlord or the tenant, greater hardehin 
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would be caused by granting the order or 
judgment than by refusing it. This closely 
follows the terms of section 1 of the Preven- 
tion of Eviction Act, 1924, which repealed 
two paragraphs— (iv) and (v)—in section 5, 
sub-section (1), of the Act of 1920, but m fara- 
graph (d) of that sub-section there was in- 
cluded any person bona-fide residing with the 
landlord. This ill-defined person has been 
omitted, and the father and mother now find 
a definite place. 

It must be borne in mind that so far we 
have only been dealing with the first con- 
dition (a) in section 3, and the First Schedule, 
which, except as shown above, dispenses with 
proof of alternative accommodation; but we 
now come to the second condition (b), where 
the court has to be satisfied that suitable alter- 
native accommodation is available. Sub- 
section (2) of section 3 deals with what is to 
be deemed suitable alternative accommodation. 
In the first place, a certificate of the housing 
authority, that the authority will provide suit- 
able alternative accommodation by a date 
specified, shall be conclusive evidence that 
suitable alternative accommodation will be 
available by that date. But sub-section (3) 
provides that where no such certificate is pro- 
duced to the court, accommodation shall be 
deemed to be suitable if it consists either (a) 
of a dwelling-house to which the principal Acts 
apply or (b) of premises to be let as a separate 
dwelling on terms which will, in the opinion 
of the court, afford the tenant security of 
tenure reasonably equivalent to the security 
afforded by the Acts in the case of a dwelling- 
house to which those Acts apply, and is, in 
the opinion of the court, reasonably suitable 
to the needs of the tenant and his family 
as regards proximity to place of work, and 
either (i) similar as regards rental and extent 
to the accommodation afforded by dwelling- 
houses provided in the neighbourhood by any 
housing authority for persons whose needs as 
regards extent are, in the opinion of the court, 
similar to those of the tenant and his family ; 
or (ii) otherwise reasonably suitable to the 
means of the tenant and to the needs of him 
and his family as regards extent and charac- 
ter. Subsection (4) provides that for the pur- 
poses of this last subsection a certificate of a 
housing authority stating the extent of The 
accommodation afforded by dwelling-houses 
provided by it to meet the needs of tenants 
with families of such number as may be 
specified in the certificate, and the amount of 
rent charged by it for dwelling-houses afford- 
ing accommodation of that extent, shall be 
conclusive evidence of the facts so stated. 

In considering the restrictions on the right 
to possession laid down above it is necessary 
to refer to two cases of exemption laid down 
in sections 4 and 5. Section 4, sub-section (1), 
provides that notwithstanding anything m 
the previous section, an order or judgment for 
the recovery of possession may be made or 
given if the court is satisfied that the rent 
charged after the passing of this Act by the 
tenant for any sub-let part of a dwelling- 
house which is also a dwelling-house to which 
the principal Acts apply, was in excess of 
the recoverable rent of that part. This pro- 
vision renders machinery necessary for ascer- 
taining what is ‘‘ the recoverable rent,’”’ and 
subsection (2) provides that where in any 
proceedings taken under section 3 for the 
recovery of possession it appears to the 
Court that neither an apportionment of 
standard rent as between the dwelling-house 
and the sub-let part, nor a determination 
of the recoverable rent of the sub-let part 
has been previously made by the county 
court, the court shall make such apportion- 
ment or determination, whether or not an 
order or judgment is made or given for the 
recovery of possession. Sub-section (3) pro- 
vides that where such an apportionment or 
determination has been made by the county 
court, then if the rent charged by the tenant 
exceeds the recoverable rent, the tenant shal! 
be guilty of an offence and liable on summary 
conviction to a fine not exceeding £100, unless 
he proves that he did not know, and could not 
by reasonable inquiry have ascertained, that 
the rent was so in excess, or that the excess 
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was solely due to an accidental miscalculation 
Sub-section (4) further provides that where a 
tenant has sublet any part of a dwelling-house 
to which the principal Ache apply, which is 
also a dwelling-house within those Acts, he 
shall within 14 days of such letting, or, if the 
subletting was effected before the passing of 
this Act, within three months of that p Ire 
supply the landlord with a written statement 
of the subletting, giving particulars of oecy. 
pancy, including the rent charged, and failure 
to do so without reasonable excuse, or any 
statement false in any material particular, is 
made an offence with a fine on conviction not 
exceeding £10. 

Before passing to the second exemption men- 
tioned above, it may be convenient here to 
notice that by Section 6 it is provided that 
where the Court is satisfied that it is not 
reasonably practical to obtain sufficient evi- 
dence to ascertain the standard rent by the 
old methods by reference to August, 1914, 
etc., it may determine the standard rent as 
such amount as the Court thinks proper, 
having regard to the standard rents of 
similar houses in the neighbourhood. 

Section 5 gives exemption from the restric- 
tions impennd on the recovery of possession b 
Section 5 of the Act of 1920, where proceed- 
ings are taken for the recovery of possession of

that the expenditure in whole or in part was 
unnecessary, sub-section (2) of section 7 now 
provides that such an order shall not be made 
unless the applicant proves either (a) that he 
was the tenant when the expenditure was 
incurred and had not given his consent to the 
improvement or alteration and the expendi- 
ture thereon; or (b) that the landlord having 
been in possession of the premises at the date 
when the expenditure was incurred, the appli- 
cant is the first tenant since that date, and 
became tenant without notice of the following 
particulars : (i) the nature of the improve 
ment or alteration; and (ii) the nature of = 
expenditure thereon; and the amount of the 
maximum increase in rent chargeable om 
account thereof. ;

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NEW PUBLIC WORKS 


In a discussion on public expenditure and 
public works at the final sessions of the 
British Association meeting at Leicester, 
Mr. J. Sykes, of Exeter, reviewed the argu- 
ments for and against the proposal that as 
a means of recovery from trade depression 
the Government should add to the range of 
public expenditure on public works. He said 
that, while various drawbacks could not be 
overlooked, a case could be made out for the 
adoption of a policy of increased expenditure 
on public works, and that a policy of public 
expenditure on public works would gain 
greatly in effectiveness if adopted simultan- 
eously by all important countries. 

Some idea of the effect upon other circles 
of trade that such a policy would have may 
be gathered from a speech by Lieut.-Colone! 
C. W. D, Rowe, a member of the Building 
Industries National Council. Speaking at a 
meeting of the Ceramic Society at Exeter, he 
gave an illustration of the volume of indirect 
employment, with a purchasing 
power, provided by building operations. 
During the past six months, he stated, com- 
pared with the same period a year ago, un- 
employment in the building trade had fallen 
by 14 per cent. That was not a large reduc- 
tion, but it had meant that one brick manu- 
facturing company had been able, during 
those six months, to pay £130,000 more in 
wages; to buy 20,000 tons more coal ; to take, 
from outside sources, 4,000,000 units of elec- 
tricity (which meant the use of a further 
3,000 tons of coal); and to give 400,000 more 
tons of traffic to the rail and transport in- 
dustry. ‘‘If you will form some mental pic- 
ture,’ commented Colonel Rowe, ‘“‘of the 
ever-widening circles of trade upon which 
these increases must have effect, and remem- 
ber that they have come from but one of the 
40 to 50 trades that are concerned in the 
erection of a building, you can have no 
doubts about either the value to the national 
well-being of a prosperous building industry, 
or of its potentialities for quickening the 
stream of monetary circulation.”

Furring of Pipes.

Srr,—Your correspondent is correct in as- 
suming that softened water encourages cor- 
rosion, and it is a good thing where water 
softening apparatus is fixed in a new system 
to allow the unsoftened water to be used for 
a few weeks before connecting up the soften- 
ing apparatus. This allows a fight deposit 
to form inside the pipes, which provides a 
protective coating to check corrosion. I may 
say, however, that the process of corrosion 
inside water pipes is a slow one, 


Warer. 
Sim,—Furring is due to mineral impurities 
contained in suspension in water. Soft 


water does not cause fur, but is liable to 
cause rusting and corrosion of the pipes. 
Furring and scaling occur with all other 
waters; the greater the hardness, the greater 
the scaling. In order to prevent this scaling, 
or to reduce it to manageable proportions, the 
water should be analysed and a suitable 
water-softening plant installed. A water 


softener will prevent further trouble.

ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS—XtII.

THE ONE-PIPE SYSTEM OF DRAINACE. 
(Continued. } 


Tue diagram reproduced conforms to the 
custom that appears to be established of 
showing an example of the one-pipe system 
in which close grouping leads to sunplicity of 
lay-out; but in practice such results would 
seldom be obtained unless al] the fittings 
were grouped around the soil pipe. Still 
further simplicity could be obtained in this 
instance by dispensing with the ventilating 
or anti-syphonage pipe Y and ventilating all 
the traps into pipe X. But for reasons that 
will be made clear, there should never be 
any ground for questioning the adequacy of 
the ventilating pipes to the meeting of all 
calls likely to be made on them. In regard 
to heights and the distances apart of the 
pipes and fittings, the diagram is not, of 
course, to scale. 

No single discharge from a fitting is likely 
to occupy the full bore of a soil pipe of 
four-inch internal diameter. Probably the 
nearest approach to a full-bore single dis- 
charge would be made when a bucketful of 
slops is emptied into a water closet. A valve 
closet gives a rapid discharge, but the pan 
outlet is usually of less diameter than four 
inches. The rate of discharge trom an 
ordinary closet is limited by the diameter of 
the flushing pipe, though the paper and soil, 
by offering some temporary resistance and by 
taking up room in the bore, may momen- 
tarily fill it. But if we assume trap ( on 
the diagram to be on a bath waste, and a 
closet fitting is discharged through trap B, 
we get a united discharge with effects requir- 
ing some consideration. Returning to the 
similitude we made use of last week, in 
which the soil pipe was likened to the barrel 
of an air pump, and the body of water, soil 
and paper to a rapidly falling plunger, we 
see that air movements of forceful speed will 
be set up in the body of the pipe and in 
the branches and traps. Air in front of the 
plunger will be rapidly compressed ; air be- 
hind it will be pulled in. 

Considering the traps in their order : that 
marked A is shown to be without an anti- 
syphonage pipe, because it is said that on a 
joint stack receiving a number of wastes, the 
topmost fitting does not require an anti- 
syphonage pipe, provided the waste pipe does 
not exceed eight feet in length, nor have a 
fall exceeding the diameter of the waste pipe. 
Under the conditions shown, however, some 
pull would be felt at this branch, and it 
would be better either to ventilate as dotted 
in, or to substitute a trap offering greater 
resistance to syphonage. The risk here may 
be very small, but the consequences of failure 
are so serious that it should not be taken. 
A trap seal is very delicate, and it may 
even ¥ @ lessened by a large dose of hot 
water quickly followed by a smal] quantity 
of cold. 

Trap B is assumed to be just about to cease 
to discharge, but the renewed seal is neither 
completed nor at rest; in other words, there 
is some tendency to momentum, and there 
is, in addition, a strong downward pull, as 
is quite obvious. There is, however, another 
factor, for there is considerable turbulence 
at the top of the stack, owing to the meeting 
of currents of air at the junction. Com- 
pressed air is travelling up pipes X and Y, 
and, on account of a partial vacuum having 
heen formed in the main shaft, air is being 
drawn in at the top. All bodies moving 
rapidly through air cause a partial vacuum, 
but an example that applies with special 
force to our subject is that of the express 
train disappearing in a tunnel. If there is 
any loose rubbish about, it is whirled up and 
carried along for some distance, though the 
train is not taking up anything near to full 
bore of the tunnel. When motor-cars were 
not so speedy as at present, cyclists took ad 


vantage of the pull thus set up to increase 


their own speed without added effort. 

The strength of the pull developed will 
vary with ever-varying conditions. Even 
apparently rather remote causes will make a 
difference, such, for instance, as the length 
and condition of the drains, and whether they 
are already occupied, as in the disposal of 
rainwater. Anything tending to set up re- 
sistance by air compression in the lower part 
of the stack will diminish the rate of fall 
of the discharge, and thus lessen the amount 
of pull on the upper traps. But the increase 
in compression is felt at the lower traps. 
Quick or numerous bends and roughness of 
interior surfaces of the waste or ventilating 
pipes, and, above all, ill-made joints permit- 
timg caulking material to protrude inside, all 
tend to upset balance. 

Generally speaking, trap C (and some of 
the others) would not be so near to the soil- 
pipe as is for convenience shown in the dia- 
gram. But the distance away of a bath is 
not of material importance as regards the 
point to be raised. A bath takes, as a rule, 
much more time to empty than other fittings ; 
it might, therefore, easily happen that the 
conditions shown would be set up. Plunging 
through while the bath waste is discharging, 
the discharge from the closet would interrupt 
that from the bath and cause a backing up 
of the water. The usual by-law requires the 
ventilating pipe to be fixed at a point not 
nearer than three inches, nor at a greater 
distance than twelve inches, from the crown 
of the trap. Being well below bath-water 
level, backing up at this junction is not at 
all improbable if the flow in the bath waste 
pipe is checked. As this may lead to chokage 
of the air pipe, great care should be used in 
forming this joint in order to minimise that 
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risk. If, on the other hand, n 
were taking place from trap (, 1

in regard to traps D and E, it has already 
been said that at the stage reached in the 
diagram there will be some compression * 
the seals. But if we now suppose that, jp- 
stead of the simultaneous discharges comin 
from traps B and C, they come from ( and D 
and the plunger has reached the drain bend 
at the foot of the soil pipe, there will be 
quite a considerable pull in the main pipe 
and on the branch pipes, and no comprenign 
in any of them other than the drain, Hin. 
neo no more air can be drawn in than 
will come through the top of the soil pipe. 
In other words, ventilating shafts X and Y 
will be for practical purposes momentarily out 
of commission. It would therefore be better 
either to increase the diameter of the top 
part of the shaft, or to calry up pipes X and 
Y independently, so that they might each 
draw on the outer air directly. 

It may be objected that when several water 
closets are connected to a single soil-pipe 
with the traps ventilated, troubles of this 
sort do not arise. The point is that a dis- 
charge approaching full-bore is then very 
unlikely. It is the continuous, prolonged run 
of the bath waste that makes such a differ. 
ence. It is generally agreed that the one-pipe 
system calls for increased depth of trap seals, 
and, where a large number of fittings are 
served by a single soil-pipe, that its bor 
should be increased to the necessary extent. 
On a small installation properly laid out by 
an expert, all the risks would be taken into 
consideration, and it is not for a moment 
suggested that they could not, or would not, 
be adequately met: we only point out the 
great care that must be used. This is not a 
case where the beginner may be left to gather 
knowledge and experience as the result of 
trial and error. It is not, perhaps, too much 
to say that the present by-laws make some 
provision for error, or contain a factor of 
safety calculated to lessen the ill-effects of 
errors that must inevitably occur. 


Some Minor Points. 

When cast-iron soil-pipes are used it will 
be important that any special lengths re- 
quired should not be cut from longer lengths, 
as this is likely to result in the loss of the 
protection afforded by the raised bead on the 
spigot end. The purpose of this be ad is to 
prevent the jointing material being driven 
through the joint when caulking being 
carried out. If the gaskin or other material 
protrudes inside the pipe, it tends to set up 
conditions favourable to back pressure, oF 
on a ventilating pipe to impede the travel 
of air. 

Traps should be fixed as close to the fitting 
they serve as is practicable, and immediately 
beneath, if possible. The access cap sh uld be 
of a sturdy type not requiring a spe ial tool, 
for the increased depth of seal will call for 
more frequent cleansing of the trap. 

Long horizontal branch pipes ar 
avoided, for they are likely to becom

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TREATMENT OF DAMP WALLS 


A rnepty by the Building Research Station 
(published in the last issue of The Builder} 
to an architect faced with the problem of 
dealing with walls made damp by the pene- 
tration of rain and, in addition, by the ab- 
sence of an effective horizontal damp-proof 
course, referred to the difficulty in applying 
ap internal waterproofed cement rendering 
where the continuity of such a_ rendering 
would be interrupted by the ends of joists 
built into the walls, but this is a difficulty 
that may easily be over-estimated. 

In cases where the joists run parallel to 
the walls, there is usually sufficient clearance 
to enable the waterproofed cement rendering 
to be applied continuously .past the floor 
onstruction, but where the joist ends are 
built into the wall the floor should be tem- 
porarily strutted up and the joist ends cut 
off and removed, after which the holes can 
be packed with fine concrete and the watet- 
proofed cement rendering then carried over 
the entire internal face of the wall. If the 
wall has been damp for any considerable 
period, it will generally be found that the 
joist ends have partially decayed, and this 
treatment may well be the means of prevent- 
ing the spread of rot to the whole of the floor 
timbers. The ends of the shortened joists 
are then picked up by means of a wood 
plate supported by wrot-iron corbels, cut and 
pinned to the wall, and this plate is easily 
masked by a cornice, as shown in the accom- 
panying sketch. 

No one would belittle the value of a good 
horizontal damp-proof course, but to cut 
away and underpin a wall after the insertion 
of a new damp-proof course is often prohibi- 
tive in cost, and it is very frequently found 
that, even after this has been done, dampness 
persists in the brickwork above the level of 
the new horizontal dampcourse. The gener- 
ally accepted reason for the persistence of 
such dampness is the concentration in the 
surface pores of the bricks, and the internal 
plaster, of salts which have been carried 
there in solution by the moisture which has 
traversed the substance of the wall, and 
which has deposited these salts upon its 
evaporation from the surface. As such salts 
have the property of attracting moisture from 
the air, the dampness continues after the 
original cause has been removed. The appli- 
cation of an internal waterproofed cement 
reudering will not, of course, prevent the 
‘apillary rise of moisture from the founda- 
tions, but it will shut this moisture out of 
the room, and if the outer surface of the wall 
is left uncovered the moisture is able to 
escape by evaporation in that direction. It 
8 a good thing also to apply a waterproofed 
ement rendering to the outer face of the 
wall from the foundations up to 6 in. above 
ground level, as this reduces the amount of 
moisture that can obtain access to the base 
of the wall, and so reduces the capillary rise 
of dampness. 

_A sketch shows this treatment applied to 
the base of a wall, and also how the ends 
of the joists to the ground floor are sup- 
ported by new sleeper walls. Such a treat- 
ment has proved entirely successful in a 
very great number of cases, and the render- 
‘g ol waterproofed cement mortar also

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It is usually found that any danger of the 
soakage of water along internal partition walls 
that abut on to outer walls is overcome if 
the waterproofed cement rendering is returned 
along both sides of these partition walls for 
a distance of 3 ft. Condensation which would 
be likely to occur on the cold, non-absorptive 
surface of the waterproofed cement is pre- 
vented by skimming with ordinary plasterer’s 
setting stuff, consisting of lime-putty and sand, 
gauged with a little plaster-of-Paris to secure 
its adhesion and to obtain the maximum of 
absorptiveness. A special absorptive gypsum 
plaster is made, which gives equally good re- 
sults and is free from the distressing effects 
upon some types of decorations which are in- 
evitable when such are applied over newly 
finished lime plaster. : 

The treatment of interior partition walls 
which are damp owing to the absence of an 
effective honzontal damp-proof course, is not 
quite so simple. If one side of such a wall 
is a coal-cellar where a little dampness 1s not 
of any great importance, the other and more 
important side can be successfully treated by 
means of a vertical waterproofed cement 
rendering, as in the case of an exterior wall ; 
but if both sides of the wall have to be made 
dry, the rendering of these two sides may 
cause the dampness to rise by capillary attrac- 
tion to a much greater height than it would 
if one side of the wall were left open to the 
air. It is obviously a great advantage in 
such a case if the upward passage of the 
moisture can be prevented; but, owing to the 
great amount of room which workmen requirs 
to cut away a wall and insert a horizontal 
damp-course, it would prove a very costly 
matter if this horizontal damp-course wer 
inserted below the floor level, which is the 
generally accepted place for it. 

Internal partition walls are rarely of any 
great thickness, and in the case of a 44 in 
wall a very simple remedy is to cut out a 
bed joint, above the level of the dampness, 
halfway through the thickness of the wall. 
This cutting away should not be continuous 
along the whole length of the wall, but should 
be done in strips of about 3 ft., leaving 3 ft 
between them. The intermediate strips are 
then dealt with after the portions previously 
cut out have been well cleaned and wetted 
and filled up with waterproofed cement and 
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sand. When the whole length of the joint on 
one side of the wall has thus been dealt with, 
the remaining half of the bed joint can be cut 
away from the other side and also filled up 
with waterproofed cement. In this way a 
complete horizontal damp-proof course will 
be inserted without any great labour or dis 
turbance, and the removal of the existing 
plaster from both sides of the wall from below 
the level of the new horizontal layer and the 
complete encasement of this wall from that 
ioe down to the foundations with water- 
proofed cement mortar will effectually exclude 
all traces of dampness from the rooms on 
either side. This treatment is shown in the 
smaller sketch, but where walls of 9 in. thick- 
ness or over have to be dealt with it will be 
necessary to cut out a course of bricks for 
the insertion of the horizontal waterproofed 
layer. This operation will, however, be far 
more easily done at a convenient height above 
floor level than if the brickwork below the 
floor construction had to be cut away for this 
purpose, and as in the case of the treatment 
of outer walls the remedy will be complete 
as soon as the waterproofed cement has set 
and dried out L. E. Waker. 


Chemistry for Decorators 

This book, ‘‘A Chemistry Course for 
Painters and Decorators,’ by P. F. RB. 
Venables and H. C. Utley (Sir Isaac Pitman 
& Sons, Ltd., London, W.C.2;: 3s. 6d. net), 
provides an elementary knowledge of the 
chemistry of painting, and should be most 
useful to the student of modern methods and 
to the painter. It is simple and straightfor- 
ward, and is designed to present no difficulty 
to the reader unacquainted with chemistry as 
a laboratory subject. The authors have 
taken into consideration the syllabuses of the 
City and Guilds of London Institute and the 
National Certificate Examinations in paint- 
ng and decorating, and their book takes the 
form of an introductory course covering the 
ground required by the students taking these 
examinations. The book gives fall informa- 
tion on the properties of pigments, upon 
which depends a necessary appreciation of 
the working qualities, advantages, and limi- 
tations of materials. It also gives detuiled 
information which will enable the decorator 
to distinguish good pigments from bad, and 
so to select those best suited to his require- 
ments. Many practical hints of every-day 
assistance are included throughout the book.

Kine’s Bewcu Division. 
Before Ma. Justice Branson 


SEQUEL TO COLLAPSE OF STEEL 
FRAMEWORK OF BUILDING. 


Chesney v. Harry Peers and Co. and john 
Laing and Son, Ltd. 

Mr. Justice Branson delivered a con- 
sidered judgment in this action, which was 
orought by Mr. Alexander Chesney, a car- 
penter, against Messrs. Harry Peers and Co., 
of High-street, Bolton, and Messrs. John 
Laing and Son, Ltd., to recover damages for 
personal injuries he sustained through the 
alleged negligence of one, or other, or both 
of the defendants. 

Messrs. John Laing and Son, Ltd., of Mill 
Hill, were the contractors for a building being 
erected for the R.A.F. at Hendon, and 
Messrs. Peers and Co. were their sub-con- 
tractors for the erection of the steel frame 
work, consisting of eight stanchions held 
by purlins. Mr. Chesney, the plaintiff, was 
employed by John Laing and Son, and one 
day in November, 1930, he was engaged in 
fixing a purlin when the framework collapsed 
and he was thrown 25 ft. to the ground. His 
spine was dislocated, and he now wore a 
spinal jacket and could only do light work. 
His case was that the bases of the steel 
stanchions forming the sides of the frame- 
work were not fixed in the concrete founda- 
tions, and that the poles which were supposed 
to hold the framework in position were badly 
designed and insufficient for the purpose. 

The defendants admitted the accident, and 
that it was due to the collapse of the frame- 
work, but both denied negligence on their 
part. Messrs. Laing and Son, however, said 
that if the accident was due to negligence on 
the part of their servants they were not liable 
because the plaintiff was in common employ- 
ment with the other men, and consented to 
take the risk attached to that employment. 

Messrs. Peers and Co. contended that the 
collapse of the framework was due to the 
negligence of the servants of John Laing and 
Son. They further said that the plaintiff 
had been guilty of contributory negligence. 

A jury, after a five days’ trial, decided that 
both sets of defendants were to blame, and 
awarded Mr. Chesney £4,500 damages. 

Having heard legal arguments on the effect 
of the findings of the jury, his lordship, in 
giving judgment, said that in his opinion 
Messrs. Peers and Co were alone to blame. 
He said they had contended that Laing and 
Son had taken over the completed steelwork 
before the accident happened, but the jury 
had rejected that contention and accepted 
the plaintiff's evidence that Peers and Co. 
were still at work on the structure when it 
collapsed, and their men had been negligent 
in the management of the structure. Messrs. 
Laing and Son had put forward a plea of 
common employment, but that plea was not 
necessary because there was no @vidence that 
the foreman had been negligent, nor was there 
any evidence of the adoption of a dangerous 
system of working so far as Messrs. Laing 
and Son were concerned. In the circom- 
stances he (the jindge) cave judgment for 
Messrs. John Laing and Son, Ltd., with 
costs, and for the plaintiff for £4,500 and 
costs against Messrs. Harry Peers and Co. 

Leave to appeal was granted on the under- 
standing that £500 was paid into court 
towards the damages.

BUILDERS’ ACTION AGAINST HEATING 
ENGINEERS FOR ALLEGED NEGLIGENCE. 
Trollope and Colls, Ltd. v. Rosser and 
Russell. 


This was an action by Messrs. Trollope and 
Colls, Ltd., the building contractors, of Cole- 
man-street, E.C., to recover from the de- 
fendants, Messrs. Rosser and Russell, heating 
engineers, of Queen-street, Hammersmith, W., 
£567 6s. for alleged negligence by them, who 
as sub-contractors installed a hot-water heat- 
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ing system in premises erected by the plain 
tus in Uld Jewry, E.C., for the Bank of 
Australia. 

The defendants denied negligence, and 
alternativeiy pleaded contributory negligence 
on the part ot the plaintiffs’ workmen. 

The plaintiffs also relied on an indemnity 
clause in the sub-contract, which ran as fol- 
lows :—‘ The sub-contractor shall ensure 
against all claims, of whatever nature, to be 
brought against him, and shall indemnify the 
contractors against ali such claims brought 
against the contractors in respect of injury or 
damage to any property or thing, including 
property or things of the contractors, caused 
by or existing out of the execution of thie 
sub-contract work.” 

Mr. H. D. Samuels, K.C., and Mr. Platt 
Mills appeared for the plaintifis; and Mr. 
Edgar Dale for the defendants. 

Mr. Samuels explained that the plaintiffs 
engaged the defendants to instal a heating 
system consisting of radiators throughout the 
bank premises, and in June, 1931, required 
them to remove a number of radiators tem- 
porarily to allow of the laying down of 
wooden floors in certain rooms. During the 
night of June 23 flooding occurred, and 
damage was done to the wood flooring on 
several floors and plaster work, and the flood 
ing spread to an adjoining building. The 
plaintiffs had been obliged to make that 
damage good. It appeared that, instead of 
fitting locked stopper cocks to the radiator 
pipes, the defendants had fitted wheel valves. 
The former could not have been opened with- 
out a special spanner. Another allegation was 
that the defendants did not empty the main 
feed tank. The defendants’ reply was that 
the system was left emptied when their work- 
men left work for the day, and that the 
valves were opened afterwards by plumbers 
employed by the plaintiffs without notice to 
the defendants. Defendants also contended 
that it was an implied term of the contract 
that no claim could succeed under the 
indemnity when it arose through the negli- 
gence of the plaintiffs’ men. The plaintiffs 
answer to that was that, whoever caused the 
damage, it arose out of the sub-contract, and 
the evidence would, Mr. Samuels submitted. 
show that the plaintiffs’ plumber had nothing 
to do with the opening of the valves. 

His lordship, in the course of a considered 
judgment, said that in order to sustain a claim 
under the latter part of the indemnity clause 
it was necessary for the plaintiffs to prove 
that the injury or damage complained of was 
caused by or through the defendants’ execu- 
tion of the sub-contract work. There was, 
in his opinion, no satisfactory evidence of 
what was the cause of the damage or injury 
complained of. In the circumstances there 
must be judgment for the defendants with 
costs.

It is explained in the preface to 
Part I that it is not intended to be an ex- 
haustive treatise on the subject, but its object 
is to draw attention in a brief manner to such 
points as are likely to affect the valuation of 
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real property as a security, to «| 
cautions which should be taken, 
to avoid the risk of mistakes, { 
primarily intended for young sur 
students, although the author ex 
hope that the information given 
some value to members of other 
and businesses. 

Part IT is annotated with relerences to 
legal decisions, and the decisions referred to 
are set out at length in an appendix arranged 
in chronological order, and the editor of this 
Part states that it has been brought y to 
date. This little volume appears to us to 
fulfil all that is claimed for it.

speed limit of an articulated vehicle fitted 
with pneumatic tyres is 16 miles per hour, 
viz., the same as one fitted with solid tyres. 
The Association has urged the Minister to 
remove this anomaly by making a Regulation 
to provide that in the case of an articulated 
vehicle fitted with pneumatic tyres, and not 
exceeding tons in weight unladen, the 
speed limit shall be increased to 3) miles per 
hour, and in the case of an articulated vehicle 
fitted with pneumatic tyres, and exceeding 
2 tons in weight unladen, the speed limit 
shall be increased to 20 miles per hour.

Proposed Open Space at Grove Park. 

A Ministry of Health inquiry was con- 
ducted at Lewisham Town Hall last week by 
Mr. C. H. Eyles. at which the Mercers’ Com- 
pany, as the appellants, asked for the removal 
of town planning restrictions from an area of 
just under 20 acres of land at Grove Park. 
Subject to the approval of the Charity Com- 
missioners, the land was offered to the Lewis- 
ham Borough Council for use as a public open 
space at £4,400, and on March 29 the counci! 
decided to buy it, there being no other land 
available. Before the purchase was com- 
pleted, the Mercers’ Company received an 
effer from a firm of builders to buy the land 
at practically double the price that the 
council were to give, provided that the zon- 
mg was varied to allow building with the 
same density—10 houses to the acre—as exists 
“on an estate adjoining and owned by the 
Lewisham Council, The L.C.C., as the town 
planning anthority, decided to adhere to the 
scheduling—namely, ‘‘ proposed open space,”’ 
and as respondents were supported by the 
Lewisham Borough Council.

Details of the working of the scheme of 
symbols are given in full, together with 
explanatory chart; an illustration of each 
form of fusion welded joint is included, and a 
weld symbol given to it.
